Just get the 
facts. 

In an accent which the Gabor 
sisters would have admired, Miss 
Bazlen told us of how she was raised 
in Chicago (which didn’t explain the 
accent) by her columnist-socialite 
mother; and of her work in live TV 
as a child. After hearing her record 
of awards (among them the Peabody 
Award), and number of appearances 
I had no doubt that, though young, 
she was a very talented and poised 
young lady. My suspicions were 
verified when I saw her polished 
performance in “The Honeymoon 
Machine.” But she was here to 
publicize her latest movie, and even- 
tually the topic moved away from 
Brigid Bazlen: typical teenager, USA, 
to Brigid Bazlen, alias Salome: dan- 
cer of The Seven Veils in “King of 
Kings.” 

The conversation became lively 
when Miss Bazlen gave us her opini- 
on of a critic’s review of the picture, 
as written in Time Magazine. Said 
Miss Bazlen: “The critic either has 
a personal vendetta against me, or 
he doesn’t like Biblical pictures; 
or,” (here it comes) “he doesn’t like 
God!” 


Ooo. How bright, such wit. There 
was even some applause. But my 
companion and I were both cynics 
and decided that her answers had 
been memorized beforehand. There 
was something increasingly unreal 
about that accent and those manner- 
isms—not sophisticated, but affected. 
Others began to notice. There was an 
uncomfortable stirring and embar- 
rassment throughout the crowd. Some 
began to whisper to their friends; 
others, more kind, blamed it on her 
youth. “Maybe they told her to act 
that way.” In any event we gathered 
that Brigid thought the review was in 
“excruciatingly bad taste.” 


Recently I read that the picture was 
a box-office flop. 
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Now and again I see Miss Bazlen’s 
photograph in the paper or in a 
magazine, and always she appears 
worldly, wise, and beautiful. I have 
trouble distinguishing her from the 
youthful girl I met last winter. 
Makes me wonder how many of 
Hollywood's “femmes fatales” are not.
